
Flood 
plain maps 
received by 
Fiscal Court 

Monroe County has received the official flood plain maps 
as part of the Flood Prevention Plan as set forth by the Fed¬ 
eral Emergency Management Agency, and the Monroe 
County Fiscal Court discussed the implications for County 
residents at their regular meeting held March 15. 

Director of Emergency Management, David Rich, in¬ 
formed the Court of his plan to incorporate the individual 
flood plain districts onto the index map so that County 
residents will be able to see exactly where their property 
lies in relation to the flood plain. That is important. Rich 
explained, so that anyone in the flood plain can seek flood 
insurance before the projected July 17 implementation of 
the program. After the program goes into effect, he said, in¬ 
surance premiums are sure to be much higher-maybe even 
as much as double. (The News plans to run a story showing 
the flood plain map and individual districts the first week 
of April.) 

Court members also heard from Darrell Price and Greg 
Meredith with Rural Secondary Program who explained 
the proposed 2012-2013 program for rural secondary roads. 
The projected allotment is $1,227,705, of which $556,600 will 
go to routine maintenance and traffic on approximately 128 
miles of rural secondary roads at a cost of $4348.40 per mile. 
$3,862 will go to County/judge expenses and $224,362 to 
flex funds for projects in individual magisterial districts. 

Price also told the group that the plan includes resurfac¬ 
ing 4.21 miles of KY 870 (Mud Lick-Flippin Road) begin¬ 
ning at the intersection with Ky 1366 and extending north¬ 
erly to the intersection with KY 63, for a total of 4.2 miles, 
and 1.79 miles of KY 87 (Bugtussle Road) beginning at the 
north end of the Cane Creek Road and extending northerly 
to the new pavement at mile point 5.15. 

In other business, the Court approved the second read¬ 
ing and adoption to amend the Flood Damage Prevention 
Ordinance:

Legislative 
Update 


State Representative Bart Rowland 



General Assembly Entering Home 
Stretch oe 2012 Session 


This past week's warm 
temperatures are a sign that 
we are entering the Spring 
season, and it's also a sign 
that the Kentucky General 
Assembly is entering the 
home stretch of the 2012 
Legislative Session. With 
the majority of budget bills 
now in the Senate, the House 
focused this past week on 
several key bills. 

House Bill 481, which 
continues the fight in 
Kentucky against the sale 
of synthetic drugs, was 
approved by the full House 
of Representatives. During 
the 2011 Legislative Session 
we passed legislation into 
law that banned the sale of 
so-called "bath salts." House 
Bill 481 expands the ban on 
synthetic drugs to include 
synthetic forms of marijuana 
sold in shops under product 
names like 'Spice' and 'Scooby 
Snacks.' 

Synthetic drugs are a great 
danger to our communities 
and especially our young 
people. One of the co-spon¬ 
sors of House Bill 481, Rep. 
C.B. Embry, Jr. of Morgan¬ 
town, has previously stated 
that two young people living 
in his district recently died 
as a result of using synthetic 
marijuana. It is essential that 
we as legislators and those in 
law enforcement stay one step 
ahead of those who make and 
distribute synthetic drugs. 

While the general operating 
budget bill has moved on to 
the Senate, we did approve 
the proposed two-year 
spending plan for Kentucky's 
transportation system in the 
full House on Friday. Unlike 
recent monthly revenue 
reports on our general fund, 
Kentucky's road fund has 
been doing well, up so far at 
a rate of 7.5 percent from the 
beginning of the current fiscal 
year. Even with that growth, 
there is little money available 


in our road fund to fund the 
multitude of projects in our 
six-year road plan and at the 
same time provide upkeep 
and maintenance of the more 
than 27,000 miles of highway 
and bridges currently in the 
Commonwealth's transporta¬ 
tion infrastructure. 

One bill that won't be 
voted on this year is House 
Bill 26, which would estab¬ 
lish a random drug screening 
system for Kentuckians who 
receive some form of public 
assistance. This bill was 
heard but not voted upon 
in the House Health and 
Welfare Committee because 
the committee chairman is 
personally opposed to the 
proposal despite the fact it 
has 64 co-sponsors from both 
sides of the aisle. 

Whether you agree or 
disagree on the idea of 
random drug screenings for 
those on public assistance, 
it is simply wrong for one 
person to determine whether 
or not a bill receives a vote 
in committee or on the floor 
of the Kentucky House of 
Representatives. We are all 
elected to serve roughly the 
same number of people, and 
it is imperative that all voices 
be heard when it comes to 
proposed legislation.

According to Kentucky State 
Trooper Logan Richardson's 
report, the 1988 Chevrolet 
pickup driven by Facio was 
traveling northbound when 
he apparently lost control and 
struck an earth embankment.

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Purple Martins arrive in Kentucl^ 


In the birding world, few 
species generate more excite¬ 
ment than does the 'Turple 
Martin," a swallow that is 
arriving now in Kentucky, 
with reports of "scouts" 
logged almost daily online. 

Purple martins, the largest 
of the swallows in North 
America, are totally depen¬ 
dent on man-made housing 
east of the Rockies and faith¬ 
fully return to the same 
locations each year, so it's 
understandable that human 
"landlords" anxiously await 
the return of "their" birds 
from wintering grounds in 
South America. 

Some of the earliest arrivals 
to Kentucky trickle in by early 
March - a few in February 
some years — and 
dates/locations 
are watched 
by martin 
enthusiasts 
nation- 
ally on 
an online 
database, 

WWW. 

j)urj)le- 
martin.org, 
maintained 
by the Purple 
Martin Conser¬ 
vation Association 
(PMCA), a nonprofit 
conservation organization. 

The earliest arriving 
martins recorded in Kentucky 
this season was Feb. 21 in 
Henderson, a very early bird. 
Other early arrivals were 
spotted in Benton on March 
1; Brandenburg on March 12; 
Bowling Green on March 14 
and Pikeville on March 15. 

The first wave of arrivals 
consists of so-called "adult" 
martins - those two or 
more years old, with adult 
males sporting full dark- 
purple color. Females are a 
bit drab, with a gray breast. 
One-year-old martins, 

called "subadults", arrive 
6 to 8 weeks later than the 
older birds - well into May 
and even early June. These 
younger birds sometimes are 
more easily attracted to new 
housing locations. 

Purple martins prefer to 
nest in colonies in gourds 
hung from large racks and 
in multi-compartment bird- 
houses. The birds nest 
throughout Kentucky with 
the greatest populations 



central and western, with 
substantial but fewer colonies 
in more mountainous eastern 
Kentucky. 

Purple martins feed on the 
wing, taking insects from the 
air. Early arrivals sometimes 
face the prospect of starvation 
when cold snaps clear the air 
of insects. However, hobby¬ 
ists have learned to supple¬ 
mental feed purple martins 
during cold spells. 

A PDF information sheet 
about supplemental feeding 
— the techniques are still new 
to many hobbyists - can be 
found at the PMCA's website 
at www.purplemartin.org, 
which includes a link to an 
instructional video produced 
by Kentucky martin guru, 
Larry Melcher. 

Although once 
believed improb¬ 
able, it's been 
shown that 
purple 
martins - 
when no 
other food 
is available 
— will learn 
to accept 
crickets, 
mealworms 
and even bits 
of scrambled eggs 
flipped high into the 
air, and placed on high plat¬ 
form feeders or inside nest 
compartments. 

The PMCA recently 
analyzed long-term data from 
the North American Breeding 
Bird Survey (BBS) and found 
that thanks to devoted men 
and women who erect and 
maintain housing, purple 
martin populations overall 
are holding steady in North 
America, with exceptions in 
some states. They appear to 
be slowly increasing most 
parts of Kentucky. 

Purple martin colonies can 
be found in several Kentucky 
parks and nature reserves, 
including a robust colony at 
Bernheim Arboretum near 
Clermont, and another at the 
Woodlands Nature Center 
at Land Between the Lakes, 
Golden Pond. 

Purple martins gather in 
massive roosts in late summer 
in preparation for fall migra¬ 
tion. One of the largest in 
North America is on an island 
in Dale Hollow Reservoir, 
which straddles the TN-KY

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line. Some martin enthusi¬ 
asts who have visited the 
roost believe it may contain 
upwards to 100,000 birds in 
early August. 

Despite relative abundance 
of purple martins in Kentucky, 
many people try for years to 
attract them without success, 
or find that their colonies 
disappear. Hobbyists may be 
unaware that problems such 
as competition from inva¬ 
sive non-native birds such 
as European starlings and 
House Sparrows, or preda¬ 
tion caused abandonment. 

While generations of Amer¬ 
icans have hosted purple 
martins, a custom adopted 
from Native Americans who 
hung out nesting gourds, 
specific techniques to help a 
colony thrive emerged in the 
past decade, based on research 
conducted by the PMCA and 
landlords in the field. 

Among innovations are 
deeper compartments to 
protect nestlings from rain and 
aerial predators such as owls, 
specially shaped entrance 
holes designed to admit 
martins while restricting star¬ 
lings, and unique pole guards 
to thwart climbing preda¬ 
tors such as rat snakes and 
raccoons. 

Because purple martins 
are birds of the open sky 
(catching insects on the fly) 
the PMCA's number one 
tip is to place housing in the 
most open space available, 
but where the colony can be 
enjoyed and monitored. 

More information about 
purple martins can be 
obtained from the Purple 
Martin Conservation Asso¬ 
ciation, which is focused on 
aiding martins and landlords. 
An information and supplies 
booklet is available to help 
landlords. The booklet 
contains advice on attracting 
and managing a colony and 
has data sheets to participate 
in a "citizen science" program 
called Project Martin Watch, 
a national effort in which 
participants monitor nests 
and mail information to the 
PMCA at season's end. To
